The Scandinavian-American bank scan- 
dal fresh in the minds of the people was a shining 
example of what always follows when politicians 
seek to play fast and loose with the banking regu- 
lations of the state.

He supported 
the allies' action' in forcing Constantine to abdi- 
cate. He defended the occupation of Greek terri- 
tory by the allies, as a means of fighting Bulgaria 
and the Germans, before Greece entered the war. 


The Greek people have gained more out of the 


1 war, proportionately to their losses, than any \ 
other nation. But they were not consulted about i 
! their country's destiny. They had no particular; 
affection for Constantine. But he was the head \ 
of their country, and he was deposed by forefgn 
action. Freedom has no place in such a scheme 
cf things.

Naturally the state administration desires the 
status quo of the Bank of North Dakota retained 
and is willing to call an extra session to accom- 
plish it, if it is possible to get the bankers to shoul- 
der the responsbility of such a move. It is hardly 
likely that any large number of bankers would 
seek to overturn the popular referendum which 
decreed an early examination of the bank and the 
establishment of home rule in the control of public 
money. 


The only reasonable course to follow would be 


to have the bank examination and a withdrawal 
of public funds so timed as to disturb as little as 
possible the business of the state. Those who are 
honest enough to put politics aside for the mo- 
ment, know that the initiated measures can be 
put into effect without. disturbing financial con- 
ditions. The only persons who will.be disturbed 
in the process will be the politicians who enjoy 
easy berths and desire the Bank of North Dakota 
to function along the old lines which the people 
of the state in a solemn referendum have vetoed.

•Of th» country, which employs some 
twenty thousand people and yields a 
product valued at more than $5,00pr 
000. 


When the young mussels, which are 


of microscopic »lze. are thrown off 
from the brood pouches ot their par- 
ents at itne proper season, the larval 
mussels slowly drift to the bottom and 
pariah hi a few days' time unless the; 
come In contact with a passing fl»h 
of suitable kind and succeed ~m mak- 
ing attachment. 'Once this attach- 
ment IB made, the tissue of the fish 
grows over the little mussel, until It 
has undergone a remarkable change 
of form and structure; then It drops 
from the fish to commence Its Inde- 
pendent life at toe bottom of tbe 
•tream or lake. 


It ta a further fact that tbe young 


of particular kinds «f massels require 
the gills, of particular kinds of fishes 
aa nurseries. Tbe black baas Is host 
for several sorts of mussels, while the 
klpjack. a kind ot herring. Is the only 
known boat for the best of all mussels. 
As this last mentioned fish Is far 
from being abundant In American riv- 
ers. It Is plain that much care should 
be/ exercised In Its maintenance.
